For a long time, however, thefe were 
merely plunderers or merchants, prompted folely by the love of gain, or the fpi- 
rit of enterprize ; which once gratified, they had no farther object. At length, 
not contented with the precarious benefits derived from occafional voyages, 
| though often highly lucrative, they began to extend their views, and form per- 

manent cftablifhments, for the enjoyment of a conftant and fetiled trade. 

Among ft thele mar? h0lt wor-anlingayicd them= 
selves; till a fimple band of merchants, from the poffefion of a few petty 
factories, eftablifhed in India an empire so powerful as to give laws to it’s. na- 
tive princes.” “Still our geographical knowledge of this country, which in ages 
paft probably diffufed fcience throughout the world, as.of late it has admi- 
niftered to its luxury, was nearly confined to its fhores 3 and this.to.such a degree, 
that the names of paltry towns to which Alexander had extended his arms were 
far more familiar to us, than thofe of provinces of which the revenues. flowed 
into our own coffers.

Afpiring to the. foundation of a 
new.empire in India, and the extenfion of the mohammedan faith over thofe 
parts of Afia, where to-the crefeént no homage had ever been paid, the politic 
and ambitious Hyder Ali, and his no lefs politic and. ambitious fucceffor, were 
welt aware, that the power of britain could by no means accord with their de- 
figns.- Fotally to expel from Indoftan, therefore, a potent band of ftrangers, 
whom they could never hope to reduce under their fovereignty or.

BANGALORE, the capital of a province of the same name, in the kingdom of My- 
Sore, is situated in latitude 12° 57’ 30”, and in longitude 77 22 17 east from Green- 
wich. From Madras it is distant two hundred and twenty-one miles, and from Serin- 
gapatam! seventy-seven. Of the surrounding country the elevation is apt Soi for — 
the mercury in the barometer is always below twenty-seven inches. It’s climate may 
justly | be. deemed temperate, as the thermometer commonly stands at 70, has been 
sometimes s observed below 60, and seldom rises higher than 85.

~- Colonel Maxwell commanded the attack, which commenced about eleven o’clock 5 
the fort, in a moment, was completely illumined by a number of blue lights, suspended 
from the ramparts, for the purpose of discovering the assailants, a practice very common 
in indian camps and garrisons. These lights exhibited to the camp a striking and in- 
teresting scene, during the mounting of the breach, and the climbing over the difter- 
ent parts of the gateway, which was a principal object of the attack. The grenadiers 
with their usual intrepidity first ascended the breach, clearing the way with their bay- 
onets, and dispersing the enemy with great slaughter.

If we consider the circumstances Scendine the Tse, that the “eném y was in full

It is a vast 
mountain of rock, supposed to rise above half a mile in perpendicular height, from a 
base of eight or ten miles in circumference. . re oe 3 
’ Completely surrounded by walls, and defended by cross walls and barriers wherever 
it was deemed accessible, it has the farther advantage of being divided above by a vast 
chasm, separating it into two hills ; each of which having it’s own defences, two distinct 
citadelsare formed, capable of being maintained independent of the lower works. Be- 
side all this, added to the rocky hills and natural forest thickened with clumps of plant- 
ed bamboos, which constitute no easily surmountable barricade, the pestiferous atmo-

In the lower fort or pettah were some time confined twenty british officers, and 
thirty-soldiexs, taken prisoners by Hyder Ali. ‘Whilst they were here, Ameen Sahib was — 
sent hither by his nephew, Tippoo Sultan, who had succeeded to the throne, and was 
kent for some days without food in a small enclosure on the top of the rock, He broke 
loose, but was soon retaken; and, being tied hand and foot, in a standing posture, toa 
staké driverr into the groun she was thus exposed for some time to the scorching sun, 
till an order arrived for the bowstring to put a period.to his existence and his suffer- 
ings. ‘This. example hefsré their eyes, with the accounts they frequently received of 
the murder of their fellows in other prisons, tended by no means to cheer our country-

a “RAMGURRY | is situated twenty-six miles south west from Bangalore, and fifty- 
one éast north east from Seringapatam, on the middle road between those two places. 
The fortifications occupy a considerable extent, and are very respectable in point of 
_strength ; though the place is by no means capable of making me a resistance as Sa- 

-vendroog, or even Outradroog. 

The country around hasa wildand savage aspect, it abounding with barren rocks, 
and extensive thickets, the abode of tigers and other beasts of prey. Iron, however, the 
common product of the sterile soil, that denies man the more genial fruits of nature, is 
found here in considerable ise CEEBOD and ssedeege to that worst of purposes, the fabrica- 
tion of implements. of. war, _was not the design of the benelovent creator of 
the universe! He gave it as an rretrament to contribute to the support of life, not to — 
spread destruction around. Where the prolific bosom of the earth spontaneously yields 
the nutritious and delightful produce of vegetation, the spade and the ploughshare are 
unnecessary, and iron is not to be found.

_ Like most of the hill forts in dhe fies cewek Seringapatam and Bangalore, Ram- 
gurry is much infested with the mischievous tribe of monkeys. They freqently plunder 
the houses of the inhabitants, devouring their grain and other provision; and their saga- 
city on these predatory expeditions is astonishing ; for, commonly entering through the 
roof by removing a tile, they first lift it wp a little way, and peep in to see if as coast 
be clear, before they venture to descend in quest of prey. ' 


_ Immediately on the taking of Savendroog, captain Welch, who, as we have before 
OR; commanded the detachment stationed on this road, was ordered to advance 
and summon the forts of Ramgurry and Shevagurry, by which the road was commanded,

- On the 19th . of june, 1791, the allied armies having crossed the Madoor, and en~ 
tamped on it’s eastern bank, the chief engineer, lieutenant-eolonel Ross, was sent for~ 
ward with the 22d battalion of coast sepoys, commanded by captain Oram, to reconnoi- 
- tre andsummon Ooleadroog : and the day following the 6th brigade was sent to invest 
the place, and make an appearance of attacking it. Fortunately the garrison thought 
their enemies tov formidable to oe ae come oo agreed to ri St “ie the sme on con- 
dition of having their p va SECUTEM TO thrt rt o—satcty red ¢ 
of our camp. 





In the neighbourhood of this place were collected above six thousand head of cattle 
nd two thousand sheep ; which, with a quantity of grain in the fort and pettah, afford- 
eda seasonable supply to the army. Atthe same time were liberated thirty people 
from the Carnatic, one of whom had been kept in irons in the fort seven years, another 
fourteen ; probably forgotten by the tyrant of the day, as what motive can be assigned 
for the perpetual imprisonment of a few obscure peasants brought from a distant country. 


Lord Cornwallis, deeming it too inconsiderable to be kept by our army it was offer- 
ed to the Mahrratas, as an useful halting place for their convoys; but they declining 
it’s possession, orders were issued to sain it, so as to tt Alaa it’s being” again occu- 
peer by the enemy. . 


After we had thus quitted it, Tippoo thought proper to repair it’s dismantled works, 
and garrison it afresh. This we found when our army we near it, on the 27th 
of january, 1792, on the march to Seringapatam. A reéconnoitring party being sent on 
from the left wing, the garrison fired upon it, as it approached ; but when the killahdar 
was summoned by Sousendistaeclonsl Maxwell, who told him, that there was no time to 
deliberate, for, if he delayed, he should instantly commence the attack, he was so intimi- 
dated as to surrender without farther resistance. 





Ooleadroog was now garrisoned, and established as an advanced post, being ten 
miles nearer the grand object than Outradroog; and from this place the allied armies, 
being finally assembled, commenced their march on the Ist of february 2d the second

12° 25! 40” south, and longitude 76° 34’ 30” east from Greenwich. This island extends
